A MODERN NAVY 
Great Brltlan is preparing to con­ 
struct a 18 ,000 ton battleship. She is 
to be driven by turbines and to have a 
maxium speed of 20 knots or 23 miles 
an hour. She is to carry ten 12 Inch 
guns which she will be able to fire at 
a rate of three discharges in two min­ 
utes, each discharge carrying a pro­ 
jectile weighing 8 50 pounds. The new 
ship, which is to be called the Dread- 
naught. will, If it fulfills expectations, 
revolutionize naval architecture, as 
will be appreciated when It is reflect­ 
ed that the largest vessels now afloat 
are but 16,000 tons and tbe largest 
now building of but 16,300 tons. More­ 
over, the vessels now in commission 
and buildiDg carry only a few 12-lnch 
guns which are supplemented with 
secondary batteries of smaller guns, 
8 inch, 5 inch and a few one pounders, 
but chiefly six inch rifles. The Dread- 
naught, by the way, will cost Great 
Brltlan $10,000,000. 
If the Dreadnaugbt proves a success 
then every navy in the world will be 
regarded as more or less obselete. The 
naval officers of the American navy 
will Immediately beselge Congress to 
appropriate untold 
millions 
with 
which to cocstruct 
18 ,000 ton battle­ 
ships and tbe 16,000 ton vesselB which 
we now regard with such pride will be 
referred to as “mere cockle staeels? 
This is the unfortunate part of a big 
navy. The expense at any time Is 
frightful and the millions which have 
been and are being Invested in the 
best class of vessels which naval archi­ 
tects can design are liable to be ren­ 
dered useless at any time by the in ­ 
vention of a new explosive, the de­ 
signing of a new and more powerful 
fighting machine etc 
We are a long 
way from universal disarmment, but 
certainly 
the 
growing expense of 
maintaining naval and military esta­ 
blishments would seem likely to con­ 
tribute to that end.

Hereafter all loan s shall 
be secu red by mortgage on u n in cu m­ 
bered realty situ ated in this state,

Fifteen pounds of food preserv­ 
ed to an equal ex tent by sugar would 
require fifteen pounds of sugar. How 
long does the reader suppose that any 
person could retain good health if they 
undertook to eat fifteen pounds of 
sugar at a -ingle sitting and keep tak­ 
ing such doses for weeks at a time? 
As a grain of salicy lic acid will pre­ 
serve more food with equal certainty 
than an ounce of salt and as fifteen 
grains of salicy lic acid would equal in 
preserving power over a pound of salt, 
who would hesitate in choosing the 
alternative doses of thirty grains of 
salicy clic acid or of two pounds of 
table salt? Oue pound of salt is a fa­ 
tal dose.—Dr. R. G. Eccles in Public 
Opinion.

Mr. Poole’s famous feat of splitting a 
magazine page into four leaves or lay ­ 
ers was brought about by an English 
inlay er, who showed Mr Poole a page 
split in three leaves with the printing 
on It unmagred.

1 Century Magazine split in four leaves.

T h e W a y t h e T h r e a d la T a k e n F r o m 
th e I m p r is o n e d la a e c t . 
The American consul at Tamutave, 
Madagascar, sends an Interesting re­ 
port on the m anufacture of silk from 
spiders’ web. 
The first difficulty in securing the 
thread direct from the Madagascar 
spider ("balabe,” big spider, the na­ 
tives call her) was met with in devis­ 
ing a suitable holder to secure the liv­ 
ing spider while winding off the web. 
This was originally performed by con­ 
fining the spiders in empty match 
box es with their aikloinens protruding, 
thus making so many living reels. The 
ex traction of the web does not ap­ 
parently inconvenience the insects, al­ 
though care has to be taken not to in­ 
jure them. 
From that stage has been 
evolved a frame of twenty four small 
guillotines, in each of which s spider 
is secured in such a manner that on 
one side protrudes the abdomen, while 
on the other the head, thorax and legs 
are free. 
The precaution of keeping 
the legs out of the way is necessary , 
because the spiders, when their secre­ 
tion is spun off in this fashion, ure 
liable to break off the web with their 
legs. 
The spider submits without resist­ 
ance to the witling off of Its thread. 
After the lay ing period or formation 
the web it can be reeled off five or 
six times in tbe course of a 
mbnth, 
after which the spider dies, 
having 
y ielded about 4,000 y ards. Native girls 
do the work.

Burton-on-Trent, the center of the 
English brewing industries, has the pe­ 
culiar faculty of mildly Intox icating 
the stranger within its gates. The res­ 
ident has become accustomed to the 
mildly alcoholic fumes which arise 
from the Innumerable brewing vats, 
but the susceptible stranger finds ex ­ 
hilaration and finally a mild form of 
intox ication in the atmosphere—an ef­ 
fect which does not wear off for sev­ 
eral hours after his arrival. On every 
hand 
the big brewing houses 
are 
throwing off fumes from the vats of 
malted liquors, and, while these are im­ 
perceptible to the resident, more than 
a thousand authentic instances are 
said to have been recorded of persons 
to whom the air has proved to possess 
properties that both cheer and inebri­ 
ate. 
Just as in certain parts of the west 
the arsenious fumes from the smelters 
destroy vegetation and imperil health, 
the vapors of the English brewing cap­ 
ital destroy the sobriety of the abstain­ 
er and fill his head with vagrant fan­ 
cies. As many visitors to the place are
